MANY KINDS OF CACTUSES. 


TUero Aro Numerous Varieties or tlio 


Tborny, Tblck-Leavci! Speclos. 


From the Scientific American: Cac- 


tus is a genus of p!""nt,s, tbe type of 
the natural 
order of caetaceae, and 


comprises numerous species, all 
o£ 


•which are native to America, 
The 


name was originally given by Theo- 
phrastus lo a spiny plant found in 
Sicily. 
Tbe stems of the cactus are 


usually leaflless and Cosby, slobular 
or columnar, 
an;3 
are 
armed with 


spines and bristles. The structure of 
many of the species is singular and 
grotesque in the extreme, and the 
roughness of the staifcs and tbe beauty 
ot tbe flov.'ers inaKc them one of the 
most interesting botanical curiosities 
of our continent. 
They 
are 
found 


chiefly in the 
hot, stony places of 


tropical America, and their tough and 
almost 
impenetrable: 
skin 
incloses 


abundant juice, \vlsicb enables them 
to support a sluggish vital action with- 
out inconvenience even in a parched 
sol!. 
Some- of the varieties of cactus 


;tre only a few 
inch-is 
high, while 


others attain a. height of forty feet. 
It is a curious fact that the cactus 
flourishes even nt the foot of Mount 
Etna In Siciiy. The most splendid ex- 
ample of the cactu-3 family is the giant 
cactus, of which a fine example is still 
standing, although it is slowly rotting 
and will soon fall. It was found at a 
point eight miles south of Phoenix, 
Ariz., near the Pima reservation. 
It 


is about forty feet high. 
What tSe 


date palm is to the African deserts the 
giant cactus is to our own arid lands. 
From it the Mexicans extract a drink 
called "mescal," and the Indians also 
obtain a beverage from it. On its fruit 
the Papago Indians live for weeks at 
a time. Woodpeckers dig their nests 
in the trunks and branches and even 
doves feed on the fruit. 
When the 


cactus of this kind dies its usefulness 
is not destroyed, for the tough ribs 
beneath the outer skin are used by the 
Papago Indians for the foundation of 
their graves. It is not this species o£ 
cactus from which travelers are sup- 
posed to obtain a supply of water, but 
the small cactus, which contains a 
plentiful supply of sap.
